A need which grew out of the 
poor working conditions of the day,

Club. Dedicated to the welfare of 
industrial girls, the Annie Danner 
Club was the first of its k.nd for 
industrial girls. Its purpose was to 
promote fellowship and religious 
growth. Today the club of 25 mem­ 
bers Is composed chiefly of busi­ 
ness girls. 
Annie Rebecca Danner, who was 
born August 23. 1833. in Gettys­ 
burg, was one of the ten Danner 
children who lived in the Danner

YW CA building). Mr. Danner, who 
operated a carriage shop with Da­ 
vid Zeigler on the site of the pres­ 
ent fire engine house on E. Middle 
St., 
supported 
his 
fam ily

well. Annie took an active interest 
in the house and the fam ily and 
served as housekeeper for the fam­ 
ily. She began the Infant Room of 
the Reformed Church and served 
it for 50 years. She was extreme­ 
ly concerned all her life about the 
welfare on the industrial girls of 
Gettysburg, and often held meet­ 
ings In her home for them.
